election Tuesday, September 3, aie

soon there will be many others, for 
it is assured that theie will be nu- 
merous candidates for almost every 
county office at the primary election. 


Nomination papers must be cucu- 


laled in at least seven precincts of 
the county and they must be Ulec 
with ^he county cleik not later than 
August 1, which Is the last day th 
law permits for liling such papeis. 


The number of signatures requii- 


ed to make a nomination paper valid 
for any county office varies according 
to the percentage of the vote cast dl 
the last general election foi each 
paity. 


The primary election law also pro 


vldes that in order that a candidate 
shall have his name placed upon the 
official ballot he must file campaign 
expense accounts with the cleik un 
the second Saturday after the liist 
expenditure and thereafter on the 
second Saturday of each month and 
on the last 
Saturday 
betore the 


primary, which would be August 29, 
adding to each statement the amount 
previously expended. 
Within thirty 


days after the primary all candidate 
must again die complete statements, 
Those candidates that are nominated 
mu stale erpense accounts Septem- 
ber 12, October 10 and 31 and again 
withm thirty days after election day, 
November 3.

Boy Injured by Torpedo. 


Wausau Record.—Over two hun- 


dred stitches, requiring the attention 
of two surgeons, were necessary to 
tew the tears in the face and mouth 
of Walter Klug, the twelve-year-old 
son of Mr. and Mrs. August Klug of 
Moslnee, who was the victim of the 
first Fourth of July accident m this 
locality 


Although the boy is unable to give 


any information as to the cause of 
the accident, the attending surgeon 
says that he believes it was due to 
an explosion of a torpedo in the 
mouth of the lad. The supposition 
is that he was playing with torpe- 
does, when he put one in his mouth 
and then clamped his teeth on it 
with the resultant explosion. 
The 


palate of his mouth was torn In 
many places, the tissues of his mouth 
were severed, his tongue was cut in 
at least four places, his lips weio 
torn in shreds and the lacerations 
extended into the cheek. 


When surgeons arrived after the 
accident, which happened at thiee 
o'clock 
yesterday 
afternoon, 
the 


wounds were bleeding freely, and it 
was thought that it would be impos- 
sible to save his life. 
First aid to 
the injured was given him, and then 
he was hurried to the St. Mary's hos- 
pital Wausau, where he was treated 


The surgeons worked for 
ovei 


three hours on the boy, and 
tlie 


wounds were mended aud his fare 
bandaged 
Last njght 
he 
rested 


quietly, and today his condition is 
as good as can be expected undei 
the circumstances. He suffers mudi 
pain, but he bears it with great ioi 
titude 
Unless blood poisoning sets 


in, it is expected that he will IP- 
cover.

WANT EARLY ADJOURNMENT 


Coming Campaign Promises to B» Un- 


usually Interesting and May See 


President Wilson, Taft and 


Roosevelt All on Stump. 


By GEORGE CLINTON. 


Washington.—One reason why con- 


gress Is anxious to have an adjourn- 
ment which will enable the members 
to get back Into the political campaign 
field early is that this year United 
States senators who wish to be re- 
elected must go directly to the people 
for their votes. This is the first time 
In the history of the country that sen- 
ators have been on a plane with the 
representatives In the manner of elec- 
tion. The representatives need not ex- 
tend their campaigning outside their 
districts, but a senator must take in 
the whole stae. 


As Washington politicians view It, 


the coming campaign is to be an un- 
usually Interesting one, notwithstand- 
ing that the Democrats claim that they 
not only will hold the house Of repre- 
sentatives by the present majority, but 
largely will increase It. The Republi- 
cans sax there Is business unrest and 
that many of the Democrats will lose 
their seats because of it. The Pro- 
gressives assert they will elect more 
members'of congress than they have at 
present because, as they declare, their 
principles and their platform are ap- 
pealing more and more to the people. 


The Republicans of course are wor- 


ried over the continuance in the field 
of the Progressives. They think per- 
haps that amalgamation of the two 
parties will be a matter of the near fu- 
ture, but as Washington views it amal- 
gamation is just as far off as ever, and 
perhaps farther off than ever in one 
sense since the return of Theodore 
Roosevelt to this country. Mr. Roose- 
velt has reaffirmed the Progressive 
pledge which lie gave just before he 
sailed for South America. He Is going 
to stump the country and is booked to 
speak In a good many districts where 
Republicans who were members of con- 
gress some years ago and who are 
known as extreme conservatives are to 
stand this year for re-election. 


Wilson to Take the Stump. 


It seems likely President Wilson will 


take the stump to make speeches for 
his party after congress adjourns, or, 
at any rate, at a time just prior to the 
elections. 
The fact that Theodore 


Roosevelt Is to campaign has spurred 
the Democratic leaders to urge the 
president to do likewise. 
As far as 


can be learned, Mr. Wilson is thinking 
seriously at present only of entering 
the Pennsylvania campaign, where his7 
party's candidate, Representative A! 
Mitchell Palmer, is running for senator 
against Gifford Plnchot, Progressive, 
and Boies Penrose, Republican. It is 
a conceivable thing that Pennsylvania 
will be the scene of the appearance of 
a president of the United States and 
two ex-presidents, each in an attempt 
to elect his party's candidate to the Uni- 
ted States senatorship. 
Wilson will 


support Palmer, Taft may support Pen- 
rose and Roosevelt will support Pln- 
chot. 


While the interest in the congres- 


sional campaign, even at this early 
day, Is marked in Washington, there 
are times when it is overshadowed by 
the Interest in the campaign which Is 
to come two years hence. Everybody 
wants to know if the Republicans are 
going to nominate Theodore Rosevelt 
and if there is any chance of the Re- 
publicans and the Progressives get- 
ting together behind this one man as 
a candidate? 
Some of the politicians 


figure It out that If the Republicans 
are to nominate Roosevelt they must 
hold their convention after the Pro- 
gressive convention has been held, and 
must 
accept 
all 
the 
Progressive 


planks. 


President Makes Them Stick. 


There are 
many men over in 


the capitol whose greatest concern 
today is whether or not they will 
be able to hang on to their jobs in 
congress. 
Apparently they are not 


pleasantly disposed to a condition 
which compels them to stay here to 
discuss anti-trust legislation and other 
things. Perhaps some of these men 
think there is no demand from the 
country for this particular kind of leg- 
islation and perhaps they feel they 
will stand just as good a chance of 
election if the excuse of a more con- 
venient season is found to put off the 
whole business. 


The law makers are quite ready to 


quit now without another turn of the 
legislative wheel. The president, how- 
ever, says "keep on turning." There 
are a lot of big questions waiting so- 
lution or that are in the midst of solu- 
tion. 
The 
president wants 
them 


solved, but the representatives and 
senators, who have been here a long 
time, seemingly are willing that the 
questions shall be answered next win- 
ter. Mr. Wilson Is unwilling. 


In the face of the president's deter- 


mination that congress shall sit until 
It finishes its business and carries out 
the pledges of the Baltimore platform, 
Mr. Wilson himself wante to get away. 
He wants to go to Corntah, N. M., to 
spend the summer. He is human, like 
the senators and the representatives, 
but he Is stanch for a completion of 
the work, while members of congress 
feel another way about It. They will 
stay, however, until the program of 
legislation for this session ie com- 
pleted.

To Improve Consular Service. 
Senator Stone of Missouri at the 


Instance of the state department 
has Introduced a bill into congress 
which changes somewhat the reg- 
ulations which govern admission to 
the consular and diplomatic service 
of the government, and of appoint- 
ments and promotions thereto and 
therein. It Is possible today for young 
Americans of good education 
and 


character to enter the consular serv- 
ice without having back of them any 
great political Influence. 


It is a good thing, however, for a 


young man who wishes to enter the 
consular service to secure from a rep- 
resentative»or a senator a recommend- 
ation aa to his character and fitness; 
but it is understood that as things 
are today testimonials from other 
sources are nearly if not quite equal- 
ly serviceable. However, if a young 
man wants to enter the service he 
should not trust to outside advice, 
but should write to the state depart- 
ment for Information concerning the 
methods of appointment and the quali- 
fications necessary to secure a posi- 
tion. 


The consular and diplomatic service 


of the United States is not under the 
civil service law, but some years ago 
when Elihu Root was secretary of 
state a plan was adopted by which 
the spirit of the merit system was 
made largely to prevail in the foreign 
service. 
Under Secretary of State 


Root the merit system was strength- 
ened and now under Secretary Bryan 
the intention is further to strength- 
en It. 


Provision of Stone's Bill. 


In the provisions of the bill which 


Senator Stone has introduced there 
Is a strong suggestion that the merit 
system will remain a feature of the 
state department if political pressure 
In the future does not become too 
strong. In section 5 of the measure 
the secretary of state Is directed to 
report from time to time to the pres- 
ident, along with his recommendations 
for promotions and 
transfers, 
thfi 


names of those secretaries In 
the 


diplomatic service and of those con- 
sular officers or diplomatic officers or 
employes who by reason of service 
have demonstrated special efficiency. 


It is also directed that the names 


of persons found upon examination to 
have fitness for appointment to the 
lower grades of the service bliall bo 
reported to the president 
It Is urged 


that an administration conducted upon 
considerations of effle!en<cy only will 
find In the section quoted from and 
in the proposed law generally strong 
warrant for declining to make remov- 
als, transfers, promotions or appoint- 
ments for any reasons except those 
based upon merit. 


Under the new law the scope and 


method of examinations are to be de- 
termined by the examiners, but It 
will require a consideration of experi- 
ence and ability, and the applicants 
will be examined also as to their 
knowledge of the resources and com- 
merce of the United States with spe- 
cial reference to the development of 
export trade, American history, gov- 
ernment and Institutions; something 
ot law and one language other than 
English. 
The bill prescribes that 


tftese examinations shall be held at 
least once a year and that they shall 
be conducted with strict Impartiality 
and "without regard to the political 
or other affiliations of any candidate." 


Hereafter, if the Stone bill becomes 


a law, which is almost certain to be 
the case, young men who are ap- 
pointed to the consular or diplomatic 
service, will not be sent at once to 
their posts. 
Heretofore ordinarily 


they have been hold only 30 days for 
instructons by the state department 
and then sent directly to scenes of 
their new duties.

President WlUon, Taft 
and 


Roocevelt All on Stump. 


By GEORGE CLINTON. 


Washington.—One reason why con- 


gress is anxious to have an adjourn- 
ment which will enable the members 
to get back into the political.campaign 
field early is that this year United 
States senators who wish to be re- 
elected must go directly to the people 
for their votes. This is the first time 
in the history of the country that sen- 
ators have been on a plane with the 
representatives in the manner of elec- 
tion. The representatives need not ex- 
tend their campaigning outside their 
districts, but a senator must take in 
the whole stae. 


As Washington politicians view It, 


the coming campaign is to be an un- 
usually interesting one, notwithstand- 
ing that the Democrats claim that they 
not only will hold the house of repre- 
sentatives by the present majority, but 
largely will increase it. The Republi- 
cans say there is business unrest and 
that many of the Democrats will, lose 
their seats because of it 
The Pro- 


gressives assert they will elect more 
members-of congress than they have at 
present because, as they declare, their 
principles and their platform are ap- 
pealing more and more to the people. 


The Republicans of course are wor- 


ried over the continuance In the field 
of the Progressives. 
They think per- 


haps that amalgamation of the two 
parties will be a matter of the neai: fu- 
ture, but as Washington views it amal- 
gamation is just as far off as ever, and 
perhaps farther off than ever in one 
sense since tho return of Theodore 
Roosevelt to this country. Mr. Roose- 
velt has reaffirmed the Progressive 
pledge which he gave Just before ho 
sailed for South America. He is going 
to stump the country and is booked to 
speak In a good many districts where 
Republicans who were members of con- 
gress some years ago and who are 
known as extreme conservatives are to 
stand this year for re-election. 


Wilson to Take the Stump. 


It seems likely President Wilson will 


take the stump to make speeches for 
his party after congress adjourns, or, 
at any rate, at a time just prior to the 
elections. 
The fact that Theodore 


Roosevelt is to campaign has spurred 
the Democratic leaders to urge the 
president to do likewise. As far as 
can be learned, Mr. Wilson Is thinking 
seriously at present only of entering 
the Pennsylvania campaign, where hls^ 
party's candidate, Representative A. 
Mitchell Palmer, is running for senator 
against Gifford Pinchot, Progressive, 
and Boies Penrose, Republican. It is 
a conceivable thing that Pennsylvania 
will be the scene of the appearance of 
a president of the United States and 
two ex-presidents, each in an attempt 
to elect his party's candidate to the Uni- 
ted States senatorship. 
Wilson will 


support Palmer, Taft may support Pen- 
rose and Roosevelt will support Pin- 
chot. 
While the interest in the congres- 


sional campaign, even at this early 
day, is marked in Washington, there 
are times when it is overshadowed by 
the Interest in the campaign which is 
to come two years hence. Everybody 
wants to know if tho Republicans are 
going to nominate Theodore Hosevelt 
and if there is any chance of the Re- 
publicans and the Progressives get- 
ting together behind this one man as 
a candidate? Some of the politicians 
figure it out that if the Republicans 
are to nominate Roosevelt they must 
hold their convention after the Pro- 
gressive' convention has been held, and

planks. 


President Makes Them Stick. 


There 
are 
many men over in 


the capitol whose greatest concern 
today Is whether or not they will 
be able to hang on to their Jobs in 
congress. 
Apparently they are not 


pleasantly disposed to a condition 
which compels them to stay here to 
discuss anti-trust legislation and other 
things. Perhaps some of these men 
think there is no demand from the 
country for this particular kind of leg- 
islation and perhaps they feel they 
will stand just as good a chance of 
election If the excuse of a more con- 
venient season is found to put off the 
whole business. 
The law makers are quite ready to 


quit now without another turn of the 
legislative wheel. The president, how- 
ever, says "keep on turning." There 
are a lot of big questions waiting so- 
lution or that are in the midst of solu- 
tion.

To Improve Consular Service. 


Senator Stone of Missouri at the 


instance 
of the state department 


has Introduced a bill into congress 
which changes somewhat the reg- 
ulations which govern admission to 
the consular and diplomatic service 
of the government, and of appoint- 
ments and promotions thereto and 
therein. It is possible today for young 
Americans of good 
education and 


character to enter the consular serv- 
ice without having back of them any 
great political Influence. 


It is a good thing, however, for a 


young man who wishes to outer the 
consular service to secure from a rep- 
resentative-or a senator a recommend- 
ation as to his character and fitness; 
but it is understood that as things 
are today testimonials from other 
sources are nearly if not quite equal- 
ly serviceable. However, if a young 
man wants to enter the service ho 
should not trust to outside advice, 
but should write to tho state depart- 
ment for Information concerning the 
methods of appointment and (he quali- 
fications necessary to secure a posi- 
tion. 
The consular and diplomatic service 


of the United States is not under the 
civil service law, but some years ago 
when Elihu Root was secretary of 
state a plan was adopted by which 
tho spirit of the merit system was 
made largely to prevail In tho foreign 
service. 
Under Secretary of Stato 


Root the merit system was (strength- 
ened and now under Secretary Bryan 
the intention is further to strength- 
en It. Provision of Stone'a Bill. 


In the provisions of the bill which 


Senator Stone has introduced there 
is a strong suggestion that tho merit 
system will remain a feature of the 
state department if political pressure 
in the future does not become too 
strong. 
In section G of the measure 


the secretary of state Is directed to 
report from time to time to the pres- 
ident, along with bin recommendations 
for promotions and 
transfers, 
the 


names of those secretaries 
In 
the 


diplomatic service and of those con- 
sular officers or diplomatic officers or 
employes who by reason of sorvlco 
have demonstrated special efficiency. 


It is also directed that the names 


of persons found upon examination to 
have fitness for appointment to tho 
lower grades of the service Khali be 
reported to the president. It is urged 
that an administration conducted upon 
considerations of efficiency only will 
find In the section quoted from and 
in tho proposed law genonxlly strong 
warrant for declining to make remov- 
als, transfers, promotions or appoint- 
ments for any reasons except those 
based upon merit. 


tinder the new law the scnpo and 


method of examinations aro to be de- 
termined by the examiners, but It 
will require a consideration of experi- 
ence and ability, and the applicants 
will be examined also as to tholr 
knowledge of the resources and com- 
merce of the United States with spe- 
cial reference to the development of 
export trade, American history, gov- 
ernment and institutions; something 
ot law and one language other than 
English. 
The 
bill prescribes that 


these examinations shall bo held at 
leaat once a year and that they filial! 
bo conducted with strict Impartiality 
and "without regard to tho political 
or other affiliations of any candidate." 


Hereafter, if the Stono bill becomes 


a law, which is almost curtain to bo 
the case, young men who aro ap- 
pointed to the consular or diplomatic 
service, will not be K<>nt at onoo to 
their posts. 
Heretofore 
ordinarily 


they have been hold only 30 days for 
instructons by tho state department 
and then sent directly to scenes of 
their new duties.

In the United States Boston, New York, Phila- 


delphia and many other places In the East and 
Southeast are rich in memories of the War of 
"the Revolution and of the events leading up to 
and succeeding It 
Boston, more than any other 


place perhaps, is deserving of the title "the Cra- 
dle of American Liberty." 
Faneuil hall, Old 


South' church, ChrlBt church, or Old North 
church, from whose belfry the signal was flashed 
which started Paul Revere on his famous ride 
and Bunker Hill are only a few of the historic 
landmarks which make Boston famous In Revo- 
lutionary history. The famous "Boston Tea Par- 
ty" was the first protest of the Indignant colonists 
against the oppressive rule of the mother coun- 
try. 


This event occurred hi Boston harbor in De- 


cember, 1773. In order to compel Great Britain 
to be just toward the American colonists in the 
matter of taxa'lon, merchants of thia country 
had agreed not to Import anything while such 
oppressive laws existed 
The British parliament 


declared their right to tax the colonists without 
their consent; the latter declared that "taxation 
•without representation Is tyranny" The quarrel 
grew hotter and hotter, some of the contested 
duties were removed under pressure, but, by 
1773, several articles, among them tea, were still 
burdened by heavy taxes 
The colonists finally 


refused to allow any cargo of tea even to be 
landad at some of the ports. Vessels were im- 
mediately sent back with, their cargoes un 
touched 
In December, 1773, three British ships 


landed at Boston and the royal governor at- 
tempted to have their cargoes lauded in defiance 
of the popular will 
The "Boston Tea Party"

This occurrence the Inscription 


on the tablet itself sufficiently explains. 


"Here formerly stood Griffins Wharf, at -nhich 


lay moored on Dec. 16, 1773, three British ships 
•with cargoes of tea. To defeat King George's 
trivial but tyrannical tax of three pence a pound, 
about ninety citizens of Boston, partly disguised 
aa Indians, boarded the ships, threw the cargoes 
three hundred and forty-two chests in all, into 
tke sea, and made the world ring with the pa- 
triotic exploit of the BOSTON TEA PARTY. 


"No1 i-"'er was mingled such a draught 


In 
. lace, hall, or arbor, 


As freemen brewed and tyrants quaffed 


That night In Boston harbor " 


A large building on the corner of Pearl street 


and Atlantic avenue, devoted to commercial pur- 
poses, now marks the site of Griffin's wharf 
where this event occurred. 


The first armed resistance to Great Britain 


took place at Salem Bridge, Mass 
In February, 


3775, General Gage of the British army heard 


that some cannon and munitions of war had 
been placed in Salem by the colonists, so he 
sent Colonel Leslie In a vessel from Castle Wil- 
liam to seize them. They landed at Marblehead, 
marched into Salem, and not finding what they 
Bought, moved toward Danvers 
Part way be- 


tween the two towns at a small drawbridge, 
which Is now marked by the tablet shown In 
the Illustration, they found a large number of 
people assembled, and on the opposite side 40 
militia under Timothy Pickering. 
The draw- 


bridge was up and Pickering refused to let it 
down 
Leslie tried to ferry his troops over in a 


gondola near by, whereupon the colonists prompt- 
1> scuttled the craft. 
The British troops event- 


ually returned to their vessel, but without the 
cannon 


The first real battle of the Revolution was 


fought at Lexington, Mass. In the spring of 1775 
General Gage was informed that the colonists 
had deposited a large quantity of munitions of 
war at Concord, a village some 16 miles outside 
of Boston, and he planned a secret expedition to 
seize them 
The alert and wary colonists heard 


of his plan, however, and through the immortal 
ride of Paul Revere, the whole countryside was 
alarmed 
Wheo Major Pltcairn, with some 800 


men (the advance guard of the British), arrived 
at Lexington on their way to Concord, they were 
met there on the village green by about seventy 
determined men under Capt Jonas Parker. The 
British ordered them to disperse, and when they 
refused to do so, fired upon them, killing eight 
and wounding a number of others. This began 
the Revolutionary war 


It was at Cambridge, Mass., that the army of 


the colonists was gathered for the march against 
the British at Bunker Hill 


The city of Cambridge, one of (the county seats 


of Middlesex county, Massachusetts, la separated 
from the greater city of Boston by the Charles 
river 
It Is chiefly noted for three things- As 


the seat of Harvard university, as the place 
where Washington took command of the Conti- 
nental army on July 2, 1775, which was only a 
short distance from the spot shown In the illus- 
tration, and for the occurrence marked and de- 
scribed by the tablet also 
The building In the 


background is the Law library of Harvard uni- 
versity 


The battlefield of Bunker Hill at Charlestown, 


now part of the city of Boston, Is marked by an 
Imposing monument, erected on a commanding 
site on the summit of Breed's Hill. 


The cornerstone of this huge granite obelisk 


was laid on June 17, 1825—the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of the battle. Lafayette was at this time 
on a visit to America, and be was present at the 
ceremony, Daniel Webster delivered an oration. 
The monument stands on Breed's Hill, near the 
center of the ground Included in the old breast- 
work 
It Is built of Qulncy granite, and is 221 


feet In height. It is 30 feet square at the base 
and 15 feet square at the spring of the apex 
The top may be reached by a flight of 285 stone 
steps. There Is a room In Its top with four Iron- 
shuttered windows The monument waa not com- 
pleted until 1843, when It was dedicated In the 


presence of President Tyler and his cabinet 
The general impression is that this engagement 
of the Revolution was fought on Bunker Hill, so 
It figures In history as the "Battle of Bunker 
Hill" In reality it was fought on Breed's Hill, 
some distance from the former. 


The "Minute Men" were so called because of 


their ability to assemble upon a minute's notice 
In April, 1775, after having dispersed the 70 colo- 
nists under Captain Parker who resisted them at 
Lexington, about six miles away, Major Pitcairn 
pressed forward toward Concord. By this time 
the whole country was aroused, and the militia 
flocked toward Concord from every direction. 
The Middlesex farmers, armed with every con- 
ceivable weapon, prepared to defend their homes 
and their rights 
The battle of Concord started 


at North Bridge, near Concord (the first volley 
was fired by the British). The spot is marked 
by the famous statue of a typical "Minute Man " 
So incensed were the colonists that the whole 
800 British would have been destroyed had they 
not been re-enforced by more troops from Lex- 
ington 
They retreated to Lexington, and then, 


after a short rest, the whole body, 1,800 strong, 
started their march of retreat to Charlestown. 
During the whole of their ten-mile march, they 
were terribly assailed by *he Infuriated colonists. 
They finally reached their destination and; un- 
der the guns of the British war vessels spent 
the night at Charlestown, crossing over to Bos- 
ton next morning 
During this affair the British 


lost 273 men; the colonists lost 103. 


During the war of 1S12 Sir Isaac Brock, a 


major general of the Canadian forces, personally 
led his troops In tho battle of Queenston, where 
he was killed on October 13, 1812. The British 
government caused a fine monument to be erect- 
ed to his memory In St Paul's cathedral, London 
In 1816 the Canadians struck a medal to his 
memory, and on the heights of Queenston built 
a beautiful Tuscan column, over 130 feet in 
height, In the base of which a tomb was formed 
and in which the general's remains now repose. 
The small monument here shown marks the spot 
where he was killed

ly scuttled the craft. 
The British troops event- 


ually returned to their vessel, but,without the 
cannon. 
The first real battle of the Revolution was 


fought at Lexington, Mass. In the spring of 1775 
General Gage was informed that the colonists 
had deposited a large quantity of munitions of 
war at Concord, a village some 16 miles outside 
of Boston and he planned a secret expedition to 
seize them. The alert and wary colonists heard 
of his plan, however, and through the immortal 
ride of Paul Revere, the whole countryside was 
alarmed. When Major Fitcairn, with some 800 
men (the advance guard of the British), arrived 
at Lexington on their way to Concord, they were 
met there on the village green by. about seventy 
determined men under Capt Jonas Parker. The 
British ordered them to disperse, and when they 
refused to,do so, fired upon them, -killing eight 
and wounding a number of others. 
This .began 


the Revolutionary war. 


It was at Cambridge, Mass., that the army of 


the colonists was gathered for the march against 
the British at Bunker Hill. 
The citv of Cambridge, one pflthe county seats 


of Middlesex county, Massachusetts, is[separated 
from the greater city of Boston by the Charles . 
river. 
It is chiefly noted for three things. As 


the seat of Harvard university as the place 
where Washington took command of the Conti- 
nental army on July 2, 1775, which was; only .

?t figures in history as the "Battle of Bunker 
Hill." 
In reality it was fought on Breeds Hill, 


some distance from the former. 


The "Minute Men" were so called because of 


their ability to assemble upon a mi°ute'E °ot^ 
In April, 1775, after having dispersed the 70 colo- 
nists under Captain Parker who resisted them at 
Lexington, about six miles away Major Pltcata 
pressed forward toward Concord. By this time 
the whole country was aroused, and the militia 
flocked toward Concord from every direction. 
The Middlesex farmers, armed with every con- 
livable weapon, prepared to defend their homes 
and their rights. The battle of Concord started 
at North Bridge, near Concord (the first volley 
was fired by the British). The spot Is ^rked 
by the famous statue of a typical "Minute Man 
So incensed were the colonists that the whole 
800 British would have been destroyed had they 
not been re-enforced by more troops from Lex- 
ington 
They retreated to Lexington, and then, 


affer a shortest, the whole body, ISO0 strong, 
started their march of retreat to Charlestown. 
During the whole of their ten-mile march, they 
We ferrlbly assailed by the infuriated colonists. 
They finally reached their destination and, un- 
der the guns of the 'British war vessels, spent 
the night at Charlestown, crossing over to Bos- 
ton nelt morning.. During this affair the British 
lost 273 men; the colonists lost 103. 


During the war of 1812 Sir Isaac Brock a 


major general of the Canadian forces, personally 
led his troops In the battle of Queenston, where 
he was Veiled on October 13, 1812. The British 
government caused a fine monument to be erect- 
Id to his memory in St. Paul's cathedral. Londor, 
In 1816 the Canadians struck a medal to his 
Semory, and on the heights of Queenston built 
a beautiful Tuscan column, over 130 feet in 
height in the base of which a tomb was formed 
and in which the general's remains now repose 
The small monument here shown marks the spot 
where he was killed.

The new "collapsible" bridge is es- 


sentially a series of pile timber bents, 
carrying short span timber 'girder* ! and 
floor, which are attached to cables 
reaching to "deadmen" on the shore. 
In general the girder and floor ^ sys- 
tem Is broken to toe middle of the 


bridge, and the cables extend from 
either side of the river to a point mid- 
way 
During a flood tbe floor and 


girder are torn from their insecure 
fastening to the bent and swing down- 
stream, attached to the cables. After 
the flood has passed the floor eystem 
is floated upstream and placed again 
upon the timber bents. 
, 
One such bridge was recently built 


at Gapan across the Penarandaj-iyer 
to toe Philippines, and it Is giving 
service.- The Penaranda river 
flood vrtdtti of 1,640 feet, but Its 


low-water width is somewhat under 
300 feet. 
The bridge constructed for 


thie site is 320 feet long and is made 
up of 16 20-foot spans.

Dear Sir:—I notice what one of my 


farmer friends has to say regarding 
the horse traders that frequent the 
city of Grand Rapids whenever there 
is a stock fair in that city, and I 
must say that I am heartily in ac- 
cord with what he hail to say on the 
subject. 


To begin with, many of these hors- 


es brought into the country by out- 
side ^dealers are old broken down 
skates that are 6xed up temporarily 
to put up a good appearance, and 
the result is that the farmer who 
buys one of them is generally the 
loser, with no redress when he dis- 
covers the fact that he has been 
skinned. 


While every farmer should be a 


judge of a horse, it is nevertheless a 
fact that they are not all wejl in- 
formed in this respect, and the re- 
sult is that they often find that tbe 
animal they have bought from a 
traveling trader is worth only a 
fraction of the price paid for it. 


1 have no quarrel with the resi- 


dent dealer who is on the job right 
along, and who can be found after- 
ward in case he misrepresents the 
facts to a purchaser, but I do think 
that the itinerant trader should be 
put out of business and kept out. He 
does nobody any good and he often 
does harm. I feel that there are 
many other farmers who feel just 
the same as I do about it, and I 
think that it would be to the advan- 
tage of the city people as well as the 
farmers if these traveling horse deal- 
ers were kept out of the city.

"1C the clolhfs are well 
brushed and cleaned, with duo atten- 
tion to pockets and scanit*, th«n wall 
exposed to bright sunlight, und tied 
up liglidy in cotton bag^, you may 
fppl biifc about them until the cold 
days bring them out again. 


"Cedar chips may bo put la tho 


bags., but this is not uecoEHary. News- 
papers or tar paper muy be used In- 
steud of cotton bags, but caro must 
be taken to have the packages tight- 
ly sealed.' Moth balls nro undoubt- 
edly effective, but the odor Is dis- 
agreeable; camphor gum too is good, 
and not so disagreeable. 


"In the case of clothing that will 


be needed occasionally, it may be re- 
membered that moths seldom touch 
clothes that are frequently disturb- 
ed."

Sa. tillo, June 18.—General Villa's 


r«alg latlon -was confirmed here on 
Tues lay. A commission is now en 
rout« from Torreon to select a new 
comi ander for Villa's army. 


Fa Ipe Angeles, Carranza's secre- 


tary of war, Is likely to be chosen 
Villa will be military governor of Chl- 
ibuah IB, where he will replace Fidel 
Avll* who li now acting. 


Vil a's withdrawal is said to be the 


outgi owth of General Natera'e attempt 
to ta ie Zacatecas without orders. 


It a reported at £1 Paso, Tex., that 


Villa has seized General Carranza's of. 
flceg at Juarez. 


A split with Carrania resulted on 


Tuesday. 


Geieral Villa ordered that all com- 


manders of garrisons throughout the 
territory he controls report at once at 
Torreon. 


This order was accepted ominously 


l>y observers. History of the Pascual 
Orozco rebellion against President Ma- 
<lero was revived. Orozco, like Villa, 
was a leader of volunteer troops of 
Chihuahua state, and a favorite. 


Carranza's offices at Juarez were 


seized by Villa supporters. 


Similar seizures were authentically 


reported to have taken place at Chi 
fcuahua City and at Torreon, where 
Villa remained all day. 


The seizure of the offices in Juarez 


•was taken as conclusive evidence of 
the long-predicted split between Car- 
xanza, leader of the constitutionalist 
revolution, and Villa, his most success- 
ful chieftain. 
This, with the taking 


over of Carranza offices at Chihuahua 
City and Torreon, evidently placed the 
entire northern part of Mexico In the 
jpower of Villa's military leaders. 


Niagara Falls, Ont., June 18.—Jus- 


tice Lamar and Frederick W. Leh- 
mann, the American, delegates to the 
mediation conference, went to Buffalo 
on Tuesday and talked for four hours 
•with Rafael Zubaran and Luis Cabrera, 
jiersonal representatives of General 
Carranza. Their purpose was to find 
eorae way to bring the constitutional- 
ists into harmony with the scope of 
mediation. The mission was a failure. 


The constltutinallst representatives, 


•who had come from Washington espe- 
cially to see the American delegates, 
told them why they could not agree to 
an armistice, why only a man promi- 
nent in the constitutionalist ranks 
would be accepted by them for the 
.provisional presidency, and finally 
they said they believed the constitu- 
tionalist army would settle the Mexi- 
can problem soon if left unhampered 
by foreign complications.

4 to 2%. America was penalized a half 
goi J In the last period for fouling, ma- 
kirg the score 2% to England's 4. 
Th3 game was witnessed by 40,000 per 
soi.s. 


The game was the most bitterly con- 


tes ted and the most brilliantly fought 
£tt ne in polo history. It also abounded 
•wi.h sensational plays from start to 
finish, and the wonderful, reckless 
riding of the men on both teams sent 
tho crowd crazy with delight over the 
iniirrelous horsemanship. 


The Americans lost t*ielr game not 


because they were outplayed, but be- 
cause in their desperate effort to win 
they committed many fouls by riding 
In front of the English, who had the 
right of way. Each foul play cost them 
ihalf a goal and the deductions thus 
caused them the loss of the game. 


The Americans throughout the game 


•hcrw«d a team work that waa far su- 
perior to that of the English.

RAILROADS WIN AND LOSE 


Flat Raise of Rates Denied, But In- 


creases of 1 to 5 Per Cent Are 


Given Where Justified. 


Washington, June 17.—The salient 


points of the decision of the interstate 
commerce Commislon on the petition 
of the railroads of the eastern di- 
vision of the country for a five per 
cent increase in rates are: 


1. The commission will deny the 


application for a flat increase of three 
per cent. 


2. However, it will grant Increases 


ranging from one to five per cent and 
perhaps higher on commodities now 
transported below cost. 


3. It will decline to make advances 


on certain other commodities. 


4. The public will be emphatically 


warned that the increases ordered do 
not justify any advance in the prices 
of food or other necessities. 


5. The railroads will be denounced 


for engaging in a gigantic conspiracy 
to create a public sentiment in favor 
of the five per cent Increase and 
against the commission. 


The task of making equitable rates 


upon the thousand upon thousand 
commodities is a tremendous one, and 
s responsible for the delay of the 
commission In filing its decision. Fre- 
quently a change in the rate for the 
:ransportation of one commodity af- 
fects the rates upon hundreds of 
others. 


The commission has completed part 


of the work. But a vast amount remains 
to be done. It la not believed the 
commission will be able to report 
much before a month.

Hours for Women'Set by Board. 


Well in advance of the 
open- 


ing of the pea canning season the 
industrial commission has advieed all 
Wisconsin pea packing companies of 
its new orders for the regulating of 
hours o£ employment for women. The 
department now has complete data on 
the tremendous Importance of the in- 
dustry, and also possesses complete 
records of experience on employment 
ot women and children. 


The pea canning industry means 


something like $6,000,000 a year to 
Wisconsin manufacturers. In 1913 the 
total output of the 80 factories was 3,- 
088,875 cases, or 73,000,000 cans of 
peas. This represents about sixty per 
cent of the total output in the United 
States. The area devoted to peas in 
1913 waa 45,620 acres and 8,036 per- 
sons were employed in the canning op- 
erations. Of these employes 2,688 were 
women and 438 were children between 
the age's of fourteen and sixteen years. 


The chief problem in the pea can- 


ning industry is the rapid and prompt 
handling of the freshly picked peas In 
order that they may not have time to 
deteriorate before being sealed In tin 
cans. The industrial commission, by a 
special order, baa provided for such 
contingencies, but has so limited the 
operation of the order that no em- 
ployer can stretch a point in order to 
employ women for excessive hours. 


In making the concessions for 1914 


the commission rules that no factory 
can take advantage of these conces- 
sions unless the equipment is up to 
the standard. During the rush season 
and in case of abnormal conditions 
brought about by breakdowns, bad 
weather or climatic changes, women 
engaged In canning may be employed 
not to exceed twelve hours each day, 
exclusive of meal times, but these 12- 
hour days are limited to IB in the sea- 
son. Employers must provide for a 
period of rest of at least nine consecu- 
tive hours from the end of work on 
any one day to the beginning of work 
on the next day. 


It is the intention of the commission 


to have several members of the field 
force engaged solely in the Inspection 
of pea canning factories. 
These in- 


spectors will have access to all the 
time records and their reports will be 
made direct to the commission.

With two justices dissenting the 


state supreme court upheld the consti- 
tutionality of the eugenic marriage 
law as a valid exercise of the police 
power of the state. 


The decision reverses Circuit Judge 


F. C. Esohweiler. It is based on a 
case brought by Alfred Peterson to 
compel the Milwaukee county clerk 
to issue him a marriage license orig- 
inally refused by the clerk for Uie rea- 
son no physician's certificate accom- 
panied the application.

This construction bustains the law, 
makes It reasonable, accomplishes its 
evident purpose and provides for a 
guard to marriage fully as etfective in 
the vast majority of cases as the ap- 
plication of the Wassermann lest." 


TJie supreme court refused to recog- 


nize the contention made by Judge 
Eschweller that the law acted as a 
check on religious rights of the con- 
tracting parties. 


The chief argument made ngainst 


;he law was that it was unreasonable 
because it requires every male appli- 
cant for a marriage license to submit 
to all of the recognized tests, one of 
which is the very expensive and deli- 
cate Wussermann test, which not 
more than twenty-five physicians in 
the state can give. 


The opinion, in part, says: 
"Neither the legislative Idea, nor 


the legislative purpose in the passage 
of the present law can be a matter of 
serious doubt. The idea was plainly 
hat the transmission of the so-called 
enereal diseases by newly married 
men to their Innocent wives was a 
remendous evil, and the purpose just 
as plainly was to remedy that evil 


s far as possible by preventing the 
narrlage of men who, upon examina- 
ion were found to possess such dis- 
eases."

her that John

date in October. Haynes, disguised as 
an English tourist, found his yacht 
there provisioning. The man himself 
had gone into the interior for a week's

could have suited Haynes' plans bet- 
ter. 
But he found it impossible, in

Special Make of Starch Is Needed to 


Keep Fragile Neckwear In 


Proper Condition. 


Those fascinating filmy lawn and or- 


gandy collars are not such an extrava- 
gance as they may seem. If one knows 
how to launder them properly. True, 
the fragile things cannot usually be 
worn more than once or twice, as they 
show wrinkles as obviously as a linen 
shirtwaist. And the least bit of mois- 
ture reduces them to a limp rag. 


But in their crisp, freshly laundered 


state they are undoubtedly fascinat- 
ing, and obdurate, indeed, must be the 
woman who passes them by. Poor 
laundering, however, renders these 
collars quite unfit for wear. The se- 
cret of doing them up right lies in 
the starch.
